With the election last weekend of Jack Lowery as 
president of the Alberta Liberals, three of the province’s 
parties have new leaders at the helm, Premier Harry 
Strom, NDP’s Grant Notley and Mr, Lowery are all 
heading for their first campaigns, and Peter arta, 
of the Conservatives has just one election behind him 


Mr, Lougheed, with a small but effective striking force 
behind him in the house, has a head start over the other 
two men, in their aim to replace Social Credit in Alberta. 
The NDP has been able to attract only minimal support 
in this ‘“‘have’’ province, and the Liberals have many 
long dry years behind them in Alberta, 


On the other hand, the Conservatives face acertain weight 
of opinion that ‘they are not so different from Social 
Credit, and are an “establishment’’ party. An opinion 
which was reinforced by Mr, Manning in his attempt to 
align his party with theirs. 


While the Socreds have many times proved that they have 
more lives than the proverbial cat, they will certainly 
suffer from the retirement of Ernest Manning. 


The big question now, for all four men, is when will the 
election be called? Mr, Strom and his advisors will of 
course make that decision as they see it for the best 
advantage of the Socreds. 


Despite Mr, Russell’s comments on the election of Mr. 
Lowery causing a split in the Liberal party, the results 
of the voting showed that Mr, Lowery had votes from 
every constituency except three, This indicates a broad 
base uf support for the new Liberal leader, Unfortunately 
for Mr, Russell, his remarks carried a strong smell of 
sour grapes to the nostrils of the public, 


It seemed to us that throughout the convention Mr, Lowery 
showed apotential ability to appeal strongly to the general 
public, And this {s a vital quality for successful political 
leadership. The power of the personal appeal of the 
leader is a fact of life in modern politics, which men 
like Diefenbaker, Manning and Trudeau have clearly 
demonstrated, These men wonelections and carried their 
parties with them - not the reverse, 


In the last election the Conservatives fielded candidates 
in approximately two-thirds of the constituencies, Mr.
